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City Council Appoints New 


Purchasing Committee 


The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night with all members present and 
voting. A meeting that had been billed 
as a routine meeting with only some 
status reports to be handled ultimately 
included a major change in purchasing 
authorizations and a school board 
appointment. 

A motion by Councilman John W. 
Sharpless to appoint a purchasing 
committee to approve all purchases was 
unanimously approved by the council 
inspite of contentions by Mayor Robert 
Folsom that they wait for approval on all 
purchases would cause an unbearable 
slowdown in necessary activities. 

Sharpless’ motion to appoint 
Councilmen Charles Kennett and Cleo 
Hawkins to the committee that will meet 
at 4 p.m. daily to review purchase 
requests was amended by Kennett and 
added Sharpless to the committee. 
Under the proposal, any two of the three 
members can act on purchase requests 
at a regular meeting. The only 
exceptions are the purchase of gasoline, 
oil, and fixing flat tires, which can be 
done as needed without prior approval. 

Folsom pointed out that if a garbage 
truck breaks down early one morning, it 
must sit there until after the afternoon 
meeting and then wait until the next day 
before it is fixed, even if it is only a fan 
belt broken. Sharpless acknowledged it 
is a handicap and might not work, but it 
is worth a try and can be repealed if 
nonworkable. 

The new plan will require all 
purchases to be submitted to the 
committee at the 4 p.m. meeting before 
the purchase is made and written 
approval given at that time. Committee 
members will decide if the purchase is 
absolutely necessary or. if it can be 
postponed. Their- goal is to cut 
purchases down several thousand dol- 
lars a month into the $8,000 range. 
Folsom stated he would go by the exact 
“letter of the motion’? and wouldn’t 
even purchase a half-inch bolt to get a 
truck started without committee 
approval. 

Councilman Charles Kennett re- 
quested .and received unanimous 
approval to place appointment of a 
school board member on the agenda. 
His motion to reappoint Mrs. Lois Holt 


to the expiring term was quickly 
approved after various members com- 
mended her for the fine job she has 
done during the short time she has 
served in completing an unexpired term 
of a previous appointment. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise then re- 
quested and received permission to 
consider an appointment to the Water 
and Electric Board that had been 
pending since 1978. Wise nominated 
Board member Oscar Vaughan, Jr., to 
another term, but withdrew the motion 
at the request of Mayor Folsom, who 
wanted the council to wait and look at 
about a dozen other pending appoint- 
ments at the same time. Folsom noted 
that Vaughan had continued to legally 
serve since his term expired and a 
couple more weeks wouldn't hurt. 

Bill Tucker and Harold Baker of G. 
Reynolds Watkins Engineers reported 
to the council on several projects the 
firm is working on for the city. A 201 
Facilities Plan which is to study the 
existing sewer and sewer lagoon and 
recommend improvements has been 
underway for several months and is 
about 70% complete, the council was 
told. It is being funded with a grant 
from the Environmental Protection 
Agency. Any needs found in the project 
are also eligible for receiving federal 
funding. 

Folsom pointed out the overloaded 
sewer lines coming from the hospital 
and down Bypass Street. He was 
assured this would be pointed out in the 
plan. 

Also Tucker pointed out that he 
would be in Elba on Thursday with 
national CETA officials to recommend 
changes in the Pro-Action Grant 
application. He stressed that this didn’t 
mean the grant would be approved, but 
that it was a good sign that Elba was 
still being considered. 

Monday is the day Tucker plans to 
do some major inspection of the 
spillway at the power plant. This is a 
necessary part of the feasibility study in 
the federally funded effort to reopen the 
city owned facility for generation of 
electricity. 

Folsom asked the council to consider 
increasing fees for pick-up of trash at 
the Piggly Wiggly and Big Bear. He

also wanted to lower the charge to 
barber shops, because they only had 
pick-up about once a month, Council- 
man Cleo Hawkins pointed out that the 
sales tax collected by the two local 
supermarkets was important. Hawkins 
asked, ‘Without the Piggly Wiggly and 
Big Bear, where would your sales tax 
be?’’ No action was taken, but the 
council agreed to study the proposal. 

Folsom was asked if he and the City 
Clerk had any recommendations to cut 
employees, and he said he didn’t. The 
Mayor asked the council for areas they 
wanted to cut. ‘‘Put the monkey on all 
our backs,’’ said Folsom. 

Kennett asked if the city was getting 
eight hours work from all people on the 
payroll and could they cut and get the 
same job done. Folsom said he felt all 
employees were doing a good job. 

Councilman English pointed out that 
the city was going to run out of money 
before the year was out and that 
something had to be done, 


Arrest Made Sunday In June 21st 


Rape Case 


An arrest has been made in the June 
rape case of a Claxton Avenue woman. 
Marvin Dale Luckett has been arrested 
and charged in the case, according to 
Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul. 

Paul said that Luckett, age 29, and 
now clean shaven, was formally charged 
Sunday morning after an extensive 
investigation and after Luckett gave his 
department a written statement. He is 
ptesently in the Coffee County Jail 
awaiting trial. 

Friday night a little luck and alert 
action by the Elba Police Department 
lead to the first contact with the 
suspect, Police officers Prescott and 
Daughtery were patrolling and saw him 
walking up the Kinston highway at 
Brookdale. They observed him again a 
few minutes Jater but didn’t question 
the man until they received a telephone 
complaint from a Brookdale woman of a 
black man walking around in the 
subdivision at 10:30 p.m. with a gun on 
his shoulder. As they were still in the 
area, they immediately stopped the 
man, discovered his ‘‘gun’’ was a stick 
but continued to question him. He told a 
couple of slightly different stories about 
looking for a fishing hole on Pea River 
and getting lost, but neither story was 
complete. When officers questioned 
him about his car, they discovered it 
was on the backside of the Dorsey 
parking lot. They immediately did a 
NCIC check on the car registration, 
followed the man home and returned to 
the station to compare notes with 
Deputy Roger Boothe. 

The description given by the rape 
victim closely fit the man and they 
picked him up on Saturday morning for 
questioning. They found gloves that the 
couple identified as looking like the 
ones worn part of the time by the rapist 
and shoes that closely resembled those 
that left a print on the portable cooker 
used to climb into the window of the 
home. 

Officers still couldn't compile | 
enough evidence to get a sure \’ 
conviction, even after trying finger- 
prints and allowed Luckett,to return 
home Saturday night about 10 p.m. 

He had agreed for officers’ to keep 
his car and search it ey Sunday 
morning. He was again brought to the 


Station Sunday and as Deputy Booth 
and Elba Policeman Robert Ross 
searched the car, finding a green shirt 
that matched the description given to 
them by the couple, Luckett began to 
give a statement to Deputy Dennis 
Hobbs.

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The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, July 14, 
at the courthouse in Elba and heard a 
former county resident complain about 
a road that was built on his family’s land 
without the permission of the family. 

Mr. Travis Kelley, a resident of 
Panama City, FL, told the commission 
that the G. S. Kelley estate belongs to 
14 children, and that a road was built 
through the estate several years ago. 

‘No one gave permission for the 
road to be built,’’ declared Kelley. 
‘*Myself and my brothers were off in the 
service, and our mother didn't have the 
legal right to approve it. I’m not asking 
for money; I just want to know how it 
How did it happen?" 

“I'm prepared to go to court. if I have 
to,’’ added Kelley, ‘‘and I'll take it as 
far as takes. We're saying the road was 
built without proper permission. It has 
caused hard feelings in my family. All 
I'm asking is for the commission to tell 
me how it happened and to clear 
matters with my family. Some family 
members want money for the land, 
including interest for the 12 years since 
it was done,"’ 

The road was built prior to any of the 
present commissioners taking office, 
but one commissioner stated he thought 
Mr. Kelley's mother had signed a deed 
allowing the land to be used. Mr. Kelley 
insisted his mother didn’t have the 
authority to sign the legal documents, 
and the commission then told Kelley it 
would research the matter and meet 
with the entire family in an effort to 
clear up the problem. 

Monday’s meeting actually began at 


10:00 a.m., and the first order of 


business was to open bids on publishing 
ihe list of qualified voters in the county. 

e bids were THE ENTERPRISE 
LEDGER--$2,500; and THE ELBA 
CLIPPER--$2,146. The commission 
accepted the low bid. 

Tax Assessor Mack McKinney was 
back before the commission and re- 
ported the 1981 tag receipts would have 
to be machine printed. 

‘The law states the receipts must be 
printed by machine, not handwritten,’’ 
stated McKinney, ‘‘and it will be almost 
impossible for my employees to put the 
receipts on the typewriters. We had a 
total of 26,673 vehicles in the county last 
year, and to type all those receipts 
would take 10 extra girls and cost an 
additional $12 to $15,000. I don’t know 
any other way except to beg that you let 
us go on a computer system, It would 
cost only $5 to $8,000 and would also 
save time,”’ 

The commission voted to send out 
bids to have the receipts prepared by 
computer.

is a statement prepared by the 
department at the request of this 
newspaper: 

During the past year the State of 
Alabama Highway Department has 
been studying a proposal to construct a 
connector highway around the west side 
of Elba, Alabama (from Alabama 
Highway 189 south to Alabama 
Highway 87 north). Location studies 
have been made, survey lines have been 
run, and an extensive “‘origin and 
destination’’ traffic study has been 
conducted on all highways entering 
Elba. : 

The State of Alabama Highway 
Department is now studying a proposal 
to extend the proposed connector 
‘highway on the north side of Elba (from 
Alabama Highway 87 north to Alabama 
Highway 125). This extension would 
improve traffic service in Elba, 
primarily because a new Whitewater 
Creek crossing would be provided. It is 
also noted that the proposal would serve 
as an alternate evacuation route for 


those individuals whose homes are 
located in the ‘flood prone Smith 
Avenue-Riverview Subdivision areas. 

The Highway Department invites 
views and comments from local 
residents, civic leaders, business 
owners, local government officials, etc., 
concerning the social, economic and 
environmental effects of the proposal. 
An informal Town Meeting to discuss 
the extension is not planned; however, a 
Highway Department representative 
will be available to meet with any 
individual or group that has questions 
or comments concerning the study.

As part of the U.S., 
Puerto Rico provides the 
investor political stability. 
The party favoring state- 
hood won 48 percent of the 
1976 votes; the one favoring 
Commonwealth status, 47 
percent. Splinter parties 


favoring independence have 
declined, fluctuating around 
five to seven percent, 

Social security taxes apply 
to Puerto Rico; Federal ex- 
cises on products like rum 
are applied and rebated to 
the Puerto Rican govern- 
ment. However, the internal 
revenue laws of the U.S. do 
not apply. Federal income 
tax on corporate or indi- 
vidual earnings is not 
exactedexcept in the case 
of Federal employees or 
U.S. source income. 

Puerto Rico’s economy 
reached the $10 billion level 
in terms of Gross Product at 
the end of fiscal 1979, an 
advance of 5.5 percent in 
constant dollars, It was the 
highest gain in six years— 
and the second year in a 
row that Island Gross Prod- 
uct growth exceeded main- 
land GNP growth, 

Puerto Rico's per capita 
income, the highest in Latin 
America, is increasing in 
step with the productivity 
of the Puerto Rican work- 
ers. And these workers are 
contributing substantially to 
economic activities through- 
out the nation.

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ADMIRATION 


I have great admiration 
for Coffee County farmers, 
and indeed for farmers 
throughout the country. We 
have around 1,000 farmers in 
this county both large and 
small. Practically all of them 
have borrowed money, some 
heavily, and used their own 
resources to get their 1980 
crops of peanuts, soybeans, 
and corn in the ground and 
growing. 

So far this year we had 
excessive rainfall early which 
prevented about 35% of the 
corn acreage from being 
planted. Later we had an 
extended dry spell which 
severely damaged the earlier 
planted corn. Now we are in 
a severe hot, dry spell which 
is going to damage the 
younger corn, peanuts, grain 
sorghum, soybeans, and 
pastures. 

Some farmers have irri- 
gation which will help them 
to make a fairly good yield, 
but at a much higher cost of 
production, But 90 percent 
of the acreage is unirrigated 
and the peanut and soybean 
yields made will be almost 
totally dependent on the 
weather the next 30 days. I 
am hoping that in the next 
week or so we will get 
énough rain so that it will be 
entirely too wet to plow. I'd 
be thrilled to see some 
tractors and trucks stuck in 
the mud. 


GRANULATE CUTWORM 


Granulate cutworms are 
coming into some. peanut 
fields. The damage they are 
doing presently is insignifi- 
cant. In fact, you can have 
Jarge numbers of the granu- 
fate cutworm and not need to 
apply any kind of insecti- 
fide. But if they begin 
feeding on leaves excessive- 
ly, they should be sprayed.

The cutworm feeds at 
night on the leaves of 
peanuts. During the day 
they burrow into the ground 
under the peanut branches. 
One way to look for this 
worm is to pull the peanut 
branches aside and dig 
gently in the soil where signs 
are visible. If you have the 
granulate cutworm and don’t 
know whether to treat or not, 
call me and I will help you 
make a determination. 

Reports in the past two 
days indicate an infestation 
of armyworms — in the 
Houston-Henry County 
areas. Check your pastures 
and hay fields for the army- 
worm. I hope we won't have 
a bad infestation of this pest.

Beginning years ago, the 
Extension Service nation- 
wide began fertilizer demon- 
strations showing the value 
of using adequate amounts of 
fertilizer and lime. Farmers 
could see the difference in a 
field where the soil fertility 
was adequate as compared 
with one that did not come 
up to standard. They could 
actually see the difference 
and this was convincing. 

We have a dozen farmers 
in this county who are 
conducting crop demonstra- 
tions this year. We have 
demonstrations in white 
mold control, leafspot control 
and weed control in peanuts. 
Other demonstrations are 
cotton variety, corn irriga- 
tion, soybean varieties, and 
gardening. Neighboring far- 
mers can see the results of 
the demonstrations and can 
learn from it, In fact, people 
tell us that if they hear of 
something or read about 
something, they are some- 
what convinced of the value 
of the practice. However, 
almost everyone is totally 
convinced when he actually 
sees something for himself. 
We really appreciate the 
work that many of our 
demonstrators are doing. 
Plans are shaping up for a 
county demonstration tour 
in August.

Safety Seat Briefs From The 


Department Of Public Health 


Has your child outgrown 
his or her safety seat, but 
doesn’t yet fit into the 
regular seat belt system 
properly? There is an answer 
to the problem of those 
interim years when a child’s 
size is betwixt and between. 

Using pillows or 
cushions, elevate the child so 
that the seat belts are 
touching the proper places 
on the child’s body; that is, 
the shoulder belt not come in 
contact with the child’s neck 
- it should fit across the 
shoulder well away from the 
neck. The lap belt should not 
ride across the child’s 
abdomen -- it should be 
positioned across the upper 
thighs. Such positioning of 
the seat belts on the child 
will prevent dangerous neck 
injuries and severe internal 
organ damage in the event of 
an impact or suddeh stop. 


Initially scheduled to be- 
come effective June 1, 1980, 
an amended safety standard 
which requires that all child 


restraint systems pass dyna- 
mic testing requirements and 
make changes in labeling 
procedures has been delayed 
until January 1, 1981. The 
delay will provide the 
necessary leadtime for com- 
pliance by restraint makers. 
Under the current standard 
(Federal Motor Vehicle 
Safety Standard No. 213), 
manufacturers, though most 
already perform dynamic 
tests, need only administer a 
static test. The dynamic test 
simulates actual crash condi- 
tions, whereas the static test 


nvolves application or a 
zradual pull up to 1,000 Ibs. 


The Department of Public 
Health has begun pre- 
liminary surveys for its child 
restraint program. Surveyors 
will focus on four major 
Alabama cities: Birming- 
ham, Montgomery, Mobile 
and Huntsville. Locatiens for 
surveys will include major 
shopping centers, day care 


centers, pediatricians’ 
offices and intersections of 
major thoroughfares. 


Surveyors will observe only 
those vehicles containing 
infants and children under 
age S to see if restraints are 
being used properly or at all. 

During summer months 
children and infants may 
suffer third degree burns 
from vinyl and metal safety 
seats in hot cars. When it’s 
only 79 degrees outside, 
sunlight will heat a black 
vinyl seat cover in a closed 
car at 192 degrees. So for 
those times when it's 
impossible to park in the 
shade, cover the car’s seat 
and the child restraint 
system with a towel or 
blanket. It will save your 
child’s tender skin and avoid 
expensive medical costs. 

A bill which would 
require that parents pur- 
chase and transport infants 
and children under age four 
in approved restraints or be 
subject to fine, failed to 
become law during the last 
legislative session. The bill 
was an effort by 50-year 
safety veteran Senator Pat 
Vacca (Jefferson County) to 
extend a much needed traffic 
safety measure to children. 
Senator Vacca has stated his 
intention to pre-file the bill 
for the next legislative 
session.

STORAGE 

Don’t throw away that 
bag of flour or sugar, just 
because you've had it a year. 

Dry staples have an al- 
most indefinite shelf life if 
they’re stored in dry con- 
ditions and kept free of 
insects. Rice, dried beans 
and wheat also have a very 
long shelf life if stored 
correctly. 

However, whole wheat 
flour and corn meal have a 
shorter shelf life. After about 
six months to a year the fats 
in these fry products may 
begin to deteriorate. 

While dry products may 
lose some quality or, as in 
the case of whole wheat 
flour, develop off-flavors, 


OUTDOOR COOKING 

When planning for out- 
door cooking, be sure the 
food is part of the total day's 
food plan. 

Check outdoor menus as 
carefully as you would indoor 
menus. Plan a variety of 
foods that are in season. 
Include foods with different 
textures. Serve foods with 
flavors and colors that blend 
well, too. 

Choose hearty foods for 
an outdoor meal. People 
enjoy eating foods which are 
more filling and usually eat 
more outdoors. 

If you're cooking on a 
skewer, choose combinations 
of foods which will be done at 
the same time. 
they don’t become unsafe 
unless they become moist 
enough to mold. Mold on 
these products could produce 
cancer causing aflotoxins. 


TEENAGE NUTRITION 
Since teenagers are grow- 
ing rapidly, the need for all 
nutrients is high. Adolescent 
girls have the poorest eating 
habits of any age group. 
Boys are health conscious 
and are usually growing 


faster and eating larger 
amounts of food. Therefore, 
they have fewer nutritional 
inadequacies compared _ to 
girls, 

Several studies indicate 
that many teenage diets are 
low in vitamin A, iron and 
calcium, And they're quite 
high in sugar. Also, it seems 
like more and more teen- 
agers are becoming over- 
weight, especially girls. 

Teenagers with weight 
problems should start a 
vigorous physical exercise 
program. Then stop eating 
high fat, high calorie snacks. 
The combination of these two 
probably will be more suc- 
cessful than going on one of 
the diets published in this 
month's magazines. Fad 
diets can be hazardous to 
their health. And, they don’t 
correct the problem that 
caused the teenager to be 
overweight in the first place. 
If exercising and reduced 
snacking don't produce 
weight loss, the teenager 
should consult the family 
physician, 

It's important not to gain 
excessive weight during ado- 
lescence because obesity not 
corrected at this point is 
likely to linger on for life.

This past Sunday, July 
13, 1980 the General Tele- 
phone started charging for 
calls to Directory Assistance. 


W. L. ‘‘Bill’’ Entz, Vice 
President and General 
Manager in charge of the 
Company’s Alabama opera- 
tions, said the Directory 
Assistance repricing plan 
approved by the Alabama 
Public Service Commission 
has definite benefits for 
General’s telephone users. 

“Now, customers who 
use the service most will pay 
a proportionate share of the 
cost of providing the service. 
This will be fairer to all of our 
customers.’’ he stressed. 

Here’s how the new 
method of charging will 
work: 

--Customers will dial 411 for 
local Directory Assistance. 
--For each telephone line a 
customer will have a monthly 
five-call allowance. Three 
numbers can be requested on 
each DA call. 
--Customers will be charged 
20 cents a call beginning with 
their sixth call to DA. 
--A charge for a call to 
in-state long distance Direc- 
tory Assistance (1 _ plus 
555-1212) can be cancelled 
by an in-state long distance 
call completed from and 
charged to a customer’s line 
in a monthly billing period. 
In addition, an unused call in 
a customer’s five-call al- 
lowanice can be used to 
cancel a charge for a call to 
in-state long distance Direc- 
tory Assistance. 
--If customers dial , the 
Operator for Directory Assis- 
tance when they could have 
dialed 411 or 1 plus 555-1212, 
a 20 cent operator charge will 
apply in addition to any 
Directory Assistance charges 
that might apply. 
--Many calls will be exempt 
from Directory Assistance 
charges. These are: 
- calls from persons of 
numbers that have been 
exempted because a caller is 
handicapped and unable to 
use a directory. To find out 
about this exemption, custo- 
mers should call their 
General Telephone business 
office. 
- Calls from coin phones. 
- Calls from hospital patient 
rooms and hotel and motel 
guest rooms and, 
- Calls to Directory Assis- 
tance for numbers outside 
Alabama.

This week I would like to 
say a few words about what I 
would consider a very impor- 
tant subject. The subject is 
abortion and the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the 
country concerning the 
government paying for 
abortions for welfare people. 
Now, most people look at this 
matter in the news and there 
is little said about it, or, if 
anything, it is about the 
matter of the cost and 
whether the government 
should use tax money for 
such causes. Others would 
have a great deal to say 
about the wealthy being able 
to afford abortions while the 
poor are made poorer by 
larger families. 

There is another side that 
I feel needs some attention 
and I notice that legislation is 
being proposed but not a 
great deal being said by the 
ordinary people. That is the 
moral side of the question. 
At what stage of pregnancy 
does the fetus become a 
living being? And who has 
the right to say if that life can 
be taken or under what 
conditions is it legal? And 
when does it become 
murder? I have noticed that 
in recent years there is a 
great deal of advertising in 
the papers and on television 
concerning places that give 
the mother-to-be a choice as 
to whether the unborn child 
should live or die. Most of 
the doctors with whom I have 
talked, talk in terms of the 
iperiod of time up to the point 
that abortion is a danger to 
the mother’s life. Yet the 
problem in later years that 
faces those who have had 
abortions is seldom what the 
danger was to themselves, 
but what God thinks of them 
for the choice they made in 
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ending a life and, without 
exception, the matter of guilt 
has been heavy upon the 
shoulders of these. 

I believe that the big 
question that we must face is 
the matter of the life-style 
and morals that lead to this 
kind of problem. Certainly 
there are conditions under 
which abortions would be 
needed, but these are not the 
kind that would cause the 
advertising of abortion 
clinics and bring suits before. 
the U. S. Supreme Court to 
make the government pay for 
people of welfare to have 
abortions. This is basically 
moral problem about which 
the Bible and our Lord was 
very emphatic about being 
wrong, and all the multitudes 
across our land who ignore 
God's teaching do not make 
it right. When we look at 
Hitler and his attempt to 
build a super race and the 
killing of the sick and older 
folks, we become infuriated 
and cry out for justice and 
the punishment of all those 
who are a part of this hideous 
crime. Morals cannot be 
legislated but immorality can 
lead to legislation that is sin 
and sin leads to crime. | 
would challenge you to look 
at the life cycle of a baby 
from conception to birth and 
try to determine at what 
stage life can be terminated 
and say that if it had been 
your parents and you, it 

would have been all right. 
How far is it to drift from the 
thought that the taking of an 
unborn baby’s life is all right 
to the point that someone 
else wants to say that at 
some point in our life we are 
in the way and life should be 
ended because we are in the 
way? In many case, this is a 
medical problem, I am sure; 
in other case it is an

economic problem, but until 
we take the big look at the 
MORAL PROBLEM and call 
sin what it is, we will never 
see that it leads to crime.

New Haven Missionary Baptist Church is located 
about five miles south of Elba, and on the east side of Pea 
River. It is situated on what is sometimes called the ‘‘River 
Road.”’ 


The church was organized in the summer of 1907 
following a ‘‘Bush Arbor’’ meeting conducted by Rey. Frank 
Sutley. Sutley lived at Coffee Springs in Geneva County, and 
served as pastor of several churches in the general area 
during the early years of the present century. He was listed 
as a messenger to the Coffee County Association in 1910 from 
the Corinth Church, which was located in the southeastern 
section of Coffee County, west of Mt. Pleasant, and north of 
Union Grove. The church is no longer in existence. 


The site of the first services at New Haven was across 
the road from the present church building. Apparently Rev. 
Sutley was the first pastor of New Haven. Known charter 
members were White Tucker, Mrs. Nell Spicer, Gussie 
Crosby, Mrs. Lula Wyatt, Mrs, Emma Kelley, Oneita Wyatt, 
and probably others. 


The first building was erected in 1908 near the present 
location, Other early pastors were Charlie Helms, Gordon 
Andrews, M.L, Carnley, W.V. Wallace, and Will Willis. The 
Rey. Q.P.Jones, widely-known local minister, became pastor 
in 1932 and served until 1939. He was followed by Rey. B.F. 
Lowery in 1940 for one year. Cullen Andrews of Enterprise 
became pastor in 1941 and served through 1946, and was 
succeeded by Rev. John F. Sanders, who also served for five 
or six years. 


Some interesting sidelights can be gleaned from the 
m@ffiutes of the early business meetings at New Haven. Those 
for December 1926 carry the following notation: ‘*Four 
members reported and expelled from the church.” The 
hature of the offense is not given. In October of 1927 the 
minutes carry this warning. ‘‘All members who do not attend 
regularly will be dealt with by the church."’

In August 1927 the financial report is given tor a 
week’s revival meeting: ‘‘Offering for evangelist - $20; for 
pastor $12.’" 


A Sunday School was organized early in the life of the 
church. The Baptist Young People’s Union was started in 
1927 after the youth from the Basin Church presented a 
/program, and assisted in the organization. 


Among the church clerks have been Connie Mae 
Thomas, Leon McIntosh, Mrs. Gussie Moore, Mrs. Myrtle 
Bryan, Mrs. J.C. Thomas, Wade Mallory, Dorsey Lee 
Rhodes, Mrs. Eugene Farris, Mrs. Eloise Northy, Mrs. 
Doris Bedsole, Agnes Judah, Mrs. Pastean Hataway, Rachel 
Barbaree, Gloria Coon, Edna Farris, and Mrs. Jerry Fuller, 
the present clerk. Several have served more than once. 


'W.R. Fuller served as pastor from 1953 to 1956. Lee 
Johnson was ordained by the New Haven Church to become 
pastor in 1957; he served for three years, and was followed by 
Elmer Davis in 1961. Davis was pastor for one year, and was 
succeeded by Royce Wise in the fall of 1962. After serving for 
about four years, Wise resigned and was followed by Curtis 
Tuggle from the Baptist Bible Institute at Graceville, Florida. 
Two years later Tuggle left, and Mike Mayhall, also a student 
at BBI, became pastor. 


The next pastor was Jimmy Helton. Robert Spicer was 
reported as pastor for a short time in 1973, J.J. Hataway was 
the next pastor at New Haven, and served until 1978. He was 
also a farmer in the community, and was locally known as 
‘Tater’ Hataway, because he grew sweet potatoes 
commercially.

times. At one time a gas heater was torn loose and stolen, 
and the pipe left open so that gas escaped from the tank. On 
September 1, 1957, the minutes carried this notation: ‘‘The 
church voted to buy offering plates to replace those that 
mysteriously disappeared from the building.’’ After other 
articles disappeared, locks were placed on the windows. 


In the early days, the church had only quarter-time 
preaching - that is, only one weekend a month. Much later it 
went to half-time services, and in 1957 went to full-time 
preaching when Lee Johnson was pastor. 


On November 7, 1954, six men were selected as 
deacons. They were: Sampson Davis, Vernon Hataway, 
Winfred Hataway, Albert Wise, Dalton Davis, and Wade 
Mallory. They were ordained on November 21 of that year. 
Other known deacons are: Haiston Blair, A.L. Moore, 
Eugene Farris, James H. Bedsole, Dallas Farris, Chester 
Barbaree, Rudolph Farris, Robert Davis, Tom Judah, and 
C.R. Hollinghead. The list is not complete. 


For many years New Haven had a shallow well on the 
grounds, with an iron hand pump.Because the water was not 
frequently used, it became somewhat stagnant and filled with 
rust from the pump and really unfit for drinking. So, in 1953, 
the church decided to drill a deep well, and install an electric 


pump. 


The contract was let to a driller, and several hundred 
feet of casing pipe was secured. Several hunared feet down, 
the drill struck rock. Since they had almost reached the depth 
for which they had pipe, they were undecided whether or not 
to drill further. Also, they had reached a considerable 
amount of water, which might be sufficient with a pump. 
Finally, they decided to drill a little further. After drilling a 
short distance, the drill dropped through the rock, and water 
came gushing out of the top. They had struck an artesian 
stream and were the proud possessors of a flowing well. 


The present auditorium was erected in 1953, and the 


old building was moved back and remodeled for educational 
space. In 1965 the old building was torn away completely and 
a new and modern educational building was erected, Central 
heating and air conditioning were added later. In recent 
years cushions were installed on the pews. A fellowship and 
recreational pavilion has been built adjacent to the building. 


A good number of ministers have gone out from New 
Haven. Among these are Ethridge Freeman, E.L. Eiland, 
Lee Johnson, Wayne Northy, Robert Ellis, R.A. Davis, 
George Farris, J.J. Hataway, Randall Pierson, and perhaps 
others. James A. Danford was ordained recently. 


Rev. Jack Davis was called as pastor on July 16, 1978 
and served for about one year. He was followed by Rey. 
Wayne Northy, the present pastor of New Haven. 


Wayne Northy was born in Covington County, 
Alabama, and attended school in Opp. Later, he became an 
active member of the New Haven Church, and was ordained 
to preach by New Haven in July of 1965. He served the Bluff 
Springs and Basin Churches in Coffee County, and for a while 
was interim pator of Westside in Elba. Also, he was pastor of 
Piney Grove in Geneva County, and of Springfield Church in 
Pike County. Later he served River Falls and Beulah 
Churches in Covington County. He also filled several 
associational positions in the different counties. 


Mrs. Eloise Northy, wife of the pastor, is the former 
Eloise Colquett of Opp. The Northys have four children - 
Mrs. Doial (Cindy) King, Samuel, David and Abigail Northy. 
They also have one grandchild, Joshua Ryan King, three 
years of age. The Northys live in their home on Rt. 1, 
Kinston.
